WANTS TOMBSTONE 
CHANGED TO CLEAR 
NAME IN MURDER 


RALEIGH, N.C., Dec. 9 (AP)— 
Hamp Kendall, who served nine 
years in prison for a murder he 
did not commit, wants something 
done about the accusation on the 
victim’s tombstone. 

Kendall wrote to Gov. Gregg 
Cherry asking that steps be taken 
to change the inscription on Law- 
rence Nelson’s stone in Lenoir 
Cemetery. 

The tombstone reads: ; 

“Here lies Lawrence Nelson, 
robbed and murdered by Hamp 
Kendall 1906.” 

Kendall was sentenced to 30 
years in prison. He served nine 
years and was paroled. Then, 15 
years after Nelson had been laid 
to rest beneath the accusing tomb- 
stone, another man confessed the 
killing. Kendall was exonerated. 
North Carolina’s legislature in 
1947 passed a law awarding Ken- 
dall $500 for every year he spent 
behind bars. 

Although most people in Lenoir 
accepted his innocence, the Nelson 
family refused to tear down the 
accusing tombstone. 

In his letter to Gov. Cherry, 
Kendall said that “no man can 
stand under the slanderous scan- 
dal of this tombstone right in the 
town where he is trying to make 
an honest living.” 

Gov. Cherry answered Kendall’s 
request yesterday, saying he was 
sorry but the matter is out of his 
jurisdiction. He advised Kendall 
to talk to municipal authorities 
or Caldwell county officials.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9—Presi- 
dent Truman said todav he would 
like to see the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memoria] completed on 
the St. Louis riverfront and, if 
necessary, he would recommend a 
federal appropriation in the budg- 
et for development of the area. 

Asked at.his press conference if 
he had received the letter from 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann asking 
for a fedtral appropriation for im- 
mediate preparation of plans and 
specifications for development of 
the area, President Truman said 
he had received the letter. He 
added he would like to see the 
work go ahead. 

Then a Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent asked if the President 
would recommend an appropria- 
tion. Truman replied he would 
be glad to include the recom- 
mendation in the budget, adding 
he would like to see the project 
completed. 

He indicated he had not had an 
opportunity to study Mayor Kauf- 
mann’s request in detail. 

Mayor’s Letter. 

In his letter, Mayor Kaufmann 
asked last Saturday that plans te 
made so that construction in the 
area could be started “as soon 
as building and general economic 
conditions warrant.” 

The Mayor recalled that the city 
and the federal government under- 
took jointly to finance develop- 
ment of a national park on the 
riverfront site, but outbreak of 
the war halted the project. 

Development .f the park site 
should be resumed in the near fu- 
ture, Mayor Kaufmann said, so 
that “this unsightly tract on the 
city’s very front door may be 
transformed into the great na- 
tional park originally envisioned.” 

The Mayor asked President Tru- 
man specifically to include in the 
next budget request an item “to 
revive” the riverfragt develop- 
OM... 

City Has Spent $2,250,000. 

The city has spent $2,250,000 on 
the riverfront project and the 
Federal Government has _ spent 
$6,750,000. Total-cost at the time 
the project was started was esti- 
mated at $30,000,000. The city was 
to meet one fourth of the cost 
and the Government three fourths. 
The city was authorized to sell 
$7,500,000 in bonds for this pur- 
pose. 

“The city is prepared and will- 
ing to make available all of the 
$5,250,000 remaining in bonds au- 
thorized, just as soon as needed,” 
Mayor Kaufmann wrote. 

He called attention to comple- 
tion of the architectural contest 
for a design for ultimate develop- 
ment of the area. The winning 
design has been approved by the 
United States Territorial Expan- 
sion Commission. 

All the area, the Mayor said, 
except for a section used for park- 
ing, now is idle. He urged~pro- 
ceeding soon with grading, land- 
scaping and preparing the area 
for construction. 


Barkley’s Prediction. 

Alben» W. Barkley, Vice Presi- 
dent-elect, chairman of the Terri- 
torial Expansion Memorial Com- 
mission, predicted last May that 
Congress would appropriate funds 
for completion of the memorial “if 
St. Louisans continued to take the 
initiative in providing $125,000 in 
prizes and other costs of the con- 
test for a design.” Eero Saarinen 
and associates in Detroit won the 
contest last February. 

“Congress is economy-minded at 
this time,” Barkley was quoted as 
saying, “but as long as St. Louis- 
ans can get the money for the 
prelimtinary work on this histori¢ 
project, they will reach the point 
where Congress can’t back off 
from appropriating funds required 
to complete it.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9—Presi- 
dent Truman sstill regards the 
Congressional investigation of 
Communist spying as a red her- 
ring and considers the House Un- 
American Activities Committee 
dead. 

At his press conferénce today 


|the President was asked whether 


he thought the committee should 


be abolished. He quickly replied 
that Congress would take action 
on this question. 

A reporter pointed out that the 
investigating group is a perma- 
nent standing committee. 

The President told him to talk 
to Representative Sam Rayburn 
of Texas, who is slated to be 
elected House Speaker by the 
Democratic majority. 

By describing the present com- 
mittee as dead and by his quick 
reference to Rayburn, the Presi- 
dent indicated that the Adminis- 
tration has plans to abolish or 
drastically reorganize the contro- 
versial committee. 

Instructions to Enforce Law. 


The President emphasized that 
the case of Alger Hiss, 
State Department official, and 
Whittaker Chambers, a confessed 
former Communist courier, was 
before the court and the Depart- 
ment of Justice. The Attorney 
General, he said, had discussed 
the case with him several times 
and had instructions to enforce 
the law. 

Most: of the questions at the 


press conference were devoted to 


the Hiss-Chambers case. At the 
outset a reporter noted that a lot 
was being made about reported 
secret papers having been taken 
from the State Department. Did 
the President know any reason 
why these papers should not be 
made public? 

The President merely replied 
that the case was in the hands of 
the Attorney General. - 

“Despite some bizarre aspects,’ 
another reporter said, “there is in- 
disputable evidence that important 
papers were stolen and micro- 
filmed. Do you think, Mr. Presi- 
dent, that all arms of the Govern- 
ment should be used to find out 
who stole them?” 

The President replied certainly. 

“Have you given any instruc- 
tions to the Department of Justice 
on the handling of this case?” the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent asked. 

The President replied that it was 
the duty of the Attorney*General 
to enforce the law and that no 
specific instructions were neces- 
sary. He added that he had dis- 
cussed the case several times with 
Attorney General Clark, who 
would take all necessary steps. 

Stands Pat on Red Herring. 

“Do you still think this congres- 
sional investigation is a red her- 
ring?” another reporter asked. 

“That’s what the people thought,” 
the President replied, referring, of 
course, to Republican exploitation 
of this phrase. 

“Do you think so?” the reporter 
pursued, 

The President replied laughingly 
that he did. 

“Committee members have told 
us in dead earnest that they have 
repeatedly gone to the Depart- 
ment of Justice with evidence and 
received no co-operation,” a re- 
porter informed Truman. 

That.was not what the Attorney 
General said, the President fre- 
plied. 

He was asked whether he fa- 
vored the indictment of Chambers. 
This was a technical question. 
Representative Nixon (Rep.), Cal- 
ifornia, of the committee, said 
last night that if Chambers is 
indicted, the work of the New 
York grand jury and the commit- 
tee would be seriously handi- 
capped and that other persons 

ight escape punishment because 
the value of testimony of a per- 
son indicted for perjury, the 
charge being mentioned against 
Chambers, would be questionable.

SUGAR FOUND IN 91 
OF 2084 SAMPLES 
IN DIABETES DRIVE 


Ninety-one of the 2084 urine 
specimens submitted by St. Louis- 
ans yesterday in the diabetes de- 
tection campaign were found to 
contain sugar. In three days, 3561 
specimens have been tested by 
medical students of Washington 
and St. Louis universities and 
about 6 per cent of the specimens 
were positive. 

The drive to find 12,000 persons 
suspected of having diabetes, but 
unaware of the nature of their 
illness will continue through Sat- 
urday. A high percentage of per- 
sons who know they have diabetes 
apparently are submitting urine 
specimens because in the general 
population only 2 to 2% per cent 
of the people would have sugar in 
their urine, a physician explained. 
Specimen bottles are being dis- 
tributed by 350 druggists. 

Dr. G. O. Broun, professor of 
medicine at St. Louis University, 
in a radio interview yesterday, 
spoke of the importance to public 
health of surveys like the diabetes 
drive now in progress. Howard 
F. Baer, chairman of the Commu- 
nity Chest campaign, said the

vey deserves the support of all

Calling it “certain that the grand 
jury will indict Chambers for 
perjury,” Nixon said this action 
will make it impossible for the 
jury to get at persons who worked 
with Chambers “because the chief 
witness . . . will be an indicted 
perjurer.” 

Nixon explained that the “techni- 
cal perjury” charges presumably 
would be based on previous state- 
ments by Chambers that he had 
no document to back up his story 
of underground Communism in 
official Washington. He has since 
produced several hundred. 

“Despite the efforts of the Ad- 
ministration to silence this com- 
mittee, we have our duty to con- 
tinue our investigation,” Nixon 
said, 

“I do -not intend to entrust to 
the Department of Justice and the 
Administration the responsibility 
which is ours too—the responsibil- 
ity to put the spotlight on what 
is at least a technical violation of 
the nation’s security laws.” 

Levine, last night’s only witness, 
is editor of the magazine Plain 
Talk, which he identified as “anti- 
Communist and anti-Fascist.” He 
asked for permission to appear to 
amplify previous testimony last 
August about his connection with 
the Chambers case. 

Levine told the committee that 
Chambers came to him in April 
1939 with a manuscript detailing 
operations of the Red network in 
which Chambers said he had 
worked before his break with the 
Communist party. 

He said Chambers told him 
then that documentary evidence 
was available to back up the story 
of Communist intrigue among 
high Government officials. 

Levine then detailed his efforts 
to help Chambers bring the spy 
ring story to the attention of 
the late President Roosevelt at

the outbreak of war in Europe in 
September 1939. He described 
Chambers as a “patriotic Amer- 
ican” trying to safeguard Amer- 
ican secrets against leaks to So- 
viet agents.

At a conference he arranged 
with Adolf A. Berle Jr., then As- 
sistant Secretary of State, Levine 
said, Chambers named _ Hiss | 
among others as having previous- 
ly passed highly valuable papers 
to him for relay to Moscow. Le- 
vine said no action was taken to 
dry up the leaks. 

Levine was cautioned at the out-| 
set of his testimony not to men-| 
tion any names not previously | 
brought to light in the case. 

In answer to committee — 
tions, Levine said Chambers told 
him the documentary proof of his | 
charges was in safe keeping as | 
“insurance.” 

“He told me,” Levine said, “they 
were being kept in a safe place 
for trading purposes with the 
O.G.P.U. (Russian secret police) or 
the Soviet Government in the 
event he or his wife or children 
met with any horror such as kid- 
naping.” 

“In the event of any horror,” 


Levine said Chambers told him, 


could use it to expose the whole 
Soviet setup here.” 

In his testimony as to the prob- 
able extent of Soviet spying in this 
country, Levine first said at least 
10 rings “operated” here before 
the war. Then, under questioning, 
he used the present tense to say 
many more than 10 “are” operat- 
ing here. 

Believes There Are 800 Spies. 


While there was some confusion 
as to the period he was discussing, 
Levine made it clear he believes 
there are about 800 Communists 
here now who serve as espionage 
agents. 

He said that about 1 per cent 
of all 80,000 party card holders in 
this country “are operatives for 
the Soviet secret service.” 
Presumably, their objectives are 
the same as those in what Levine 
called an “enormous underground 
empire” in which Chambers once 
served. But, Levine said, he be- 
lieves Chambers dealt with “only 
10 per cent” of the Soviet spy 
groups. , 

“Papers were rifled from 30 or 
40 departments,” he said, “and 
shipped in dozens and dozens of 
specially constructed suitcases to 
Moscow.” 


STRIPLING TESTIFIES 
BEFORE GRAND JURY 


NEW YORK, Dec. $ (AP)— 
Robert E. Stripling, chief investi- 
gator for the House Un-American 
Activities Committee, appeared 
today as a witness before the 
federal grand jury on the fourth 
day of its renewed investigation 
of alleged Communist espionage. 


Identity of today’s jury wit- 
nesses had been closely guarded 
by government sources who also 
Were silent on progress of the in- 
vestigation. 

At least four new witnesses ap- 
peared yesterday, including a 
newspaper copyreader, a Manhat- 
tan attorney and a “mystery bru- 
nette.” 

Reporters caught peekaboo 
glimpses of the woman, dressed 
entirely in black, as she twice en- 
tered the jury chamber from a 
waiting room. She left the fed- 
eral courthouse in some undetect- 
ed ‘vay. 

Denald Hiss, former State De- 
partment official and now a 
Washington lawyer, also was a 
witness. He has been accused by 
Whittaker Chambers of being a 
prewar member of a Communist 
network in the Federal Govern- 
ment along with his’ brother, 
Alger Hiss. 

Both Hiss brothers have denied 
Chambers’s charge and Alger has 
filed a $75,000 libel suit. 

Alger Hiss and Chambers ap- 
peared for questioning the third 
straight day. 

Besides Donald Hiss, yesterday’s 
new witnesses, whose identities 
were learned, were: 

Nathan L. Levine. Brooklyn at- 
torney and nephew of Chambers. 

David Carpenter of Nyack, N.Y., 
described as a copyreader and 
book reviewer for the Daily 
Worker, Communist party organ. 

Chambers was asked bv feport- 
ers about a Daily Worker report 
that there was a discrepancy in 
his previous‘testimony before the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee. 

The paper said Chambers told 
the House committee that he left 
the Communist party in 1937, but 
that some of the alleged “spy ring” 
documents he produced later were 
dated February 1938. : 

“Originally, I thought I left the 
party at the end of 1937,” Cham- 
bers said. “Later, I realiezed that 
couldn’t be true, Apparently I left 
the party during the second week 
in April 1938.

Gladwin E. Young of Lincoln, 
Agriculture Department represen- 
tative on interagency, told the gov- 
ernors about the Agriculture De- 
partment’s part in helping numer- 
ous farmers make use of irrigation 
and rural electrification to be 
made possible by the big river 
control projects in the basin. 
Silt in Dams. 
Then he said, “Concern has also 
been focused on the job of helping 
protect these new installations.” 
He was referring particularly to 
the tremendous accumulations of 
silt which will build up behind the 
new dams, in the new reservoirs, 
if the washing away of the land 
is not stopped at the source. 
“There is clear recognition,” 
said Young, “of a need for an ac- 
celeration of the programs of the 
department to conserve and im- 
prove watershed lands; to build 
up and protect forest resources; to 
protect and develop the water re- 
sources; to enlarge and improve 
the farm land by irrigation and 
drainage; to reduce flood sedi- 
ment and damage; to enhance 
vegetation and wildlife, and other- 
wise to support and balance the 
programs of other agencies. 

“The comprehensive engineering 
program now authorized and un- 
der way on the Missouri river and 
its tributaries must be comple- 
mented and reinforced by a co-or- 
dinated agricultural program. In 
other words, it is an accepted fact 
‘| that we cannot plan in terms of 
the rivers alone. The rivers and 
the watershed lands must be con- 
sidered together.” : 

He contrasted the provision of 
federal funds for the engineering 
program for control and use of 
water with the lack of any special 
funds for an accelerated soil pro- 
gram in the Missouri basin. The 
department and the agricultural 
colleges are not satisfied that ade- 
quate steps have been taken to 
keep the land from washing into 
the reservoirs, Young declared. 

“We know,” he continued, “that 
more could be done in our forests 
to increase their productivity and 
to protect the upper reaches of 
watersheds where water yield is 
highest. We know that ranges 
and croplands can be improved so 
that they will produce more and 
at the same time hold silt from 
filling the reservoirs.

betrayal of American secrets to 
foreign governments. 


Whether prewar diplomatic mes- 
sages between Washington and 
American embassies abroad were 
as secure from prying eyes is in 
grave doubt as a result of dis- 
closures in the congressional spy 
inquiry. 

However, Acting Secretary of 
State Robert A. Lovett said yes- 
terday the whole system of safe- 
guarding such messages has béen 
transformed in recent years. He 
declared the codes now are as se- 
cure as experts know how to 
make them. 

Complicated machines are used 
in the State Department, as well 
as in the armed services, to 
change the wording of official 
messages into gibberish which—at

Winter of Confidence. 

For the first time since the end 
of the war, western Germany 
faces a winter with confidence in- 
stead of fear. This winter and 
next spring there is good reason to 
hope there will be no recurrence 
of the seasonal food crisis of 
previous years, nor a repetition of 
the complete paralysis of industry 
and the severe hardships for the 
population caused by lack of coal 
and power. 

When one recalls how at the be- 
ginning of last year the citizens 
of Hamburg, the biggest city in 
western Germany, lived for weeks 
on énd in a temperature ranging 
down to 36 degrees below zero 
amid three or four feet of snow, 
without light or heating, with only 
a skeleton transport service, and 
with scarcely anything but a few 
slices of maize bread, a little 
skimmed milk and an occasional 
frost-bitten potato to fill their 
bellies every day, one realizes what 
a tremendous advance has been 
made. 

The word “calories,” once the 
most hated word in the whole oc- 
cupation vocabulary, has now al- 
most disappeared from circulation. 
Today, the standard ration in 
western Germany, though still 
spartan, is no longer pitifully in- 
adequate. But the public’s derisive 
calculation of calories has been 
replaced by an anxious preoccupa- 
tion with cost. There are a good 
many families in western Germany 
today who cannot afford to buy 
all the rations available to them. 
Prices of many consumer goods 
have been rising sharply. 

Most working people I have 
spoken to agree that, at least for 
anyone who has 4 job, life in 
western Germany is much better 
than it was six months ago, in 
spite of rising prices. Yet popular 
discontent is growing.

They are playing a role similar

an easy task in demonstrating the 
absurdities of the economic lega- 
cies of Potsdam.

The European diplomat still has 
not got over the feeling that 
Americans are not too sure of 
what they want or where they are 
going. 

There have been many recent 
well-known Ameri- 
cans “press-talking,” making cone 
fusing headlines and giving Euro- 
pean foreign offices the jitters 
and the American State Depart- 
ment the sulks. 

Donovan’s War Scare. 

Gen. Wild Bill Donovan, war- 
time Office of Strategic Services 
boss, last summer practically sent 
Europe scampering to the air-raid 
shelters when he advocated send- 
ing an armed convoy through the 
blockade to Berlin. Donovan said 
he wasn’t speaking for anyone 


' but for himself. “Some joke,” said 
'the European, “why, he made his 


statement in Berlin just after 
leaving Gen, Clay’s office!” 

Former Postmaster General Jim 
Farley, sent Spaniards dancing in 
the streets when he Said, sure, 
the United States should lend the 
Franco Government a lot of 
money. Farley made this state- 
ment after whizzing around Mad- 
rid for a few days, selling Coca 
Cola, and chatting with Franco. 
“After all,” said the Spaniards, 
“isn’t Mr. Farley a former chair- 
man of the National Democratic 
Committee and a chum of Harry 
S. Truman?” 

Senator Tom Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, just lately started a small 
riot in European diplomatic cir- 
cles. The French press tore type 
apart to report a press conference 
he held at which he said he ex- 
pected the Berlin blockade to be 
lifted soon. He said the “row 
over the Russian mark” was not 
worth the staggering cost of the 
air lift or “threats of conflict.” 
Connally said he was not speaking 
for the Administration, but every- 
body here Knows that he will

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| HE 1948 Revenue Act makes important changes 
| in the taxation of the estates of married couples 
| with estates exceeding $60,000. Under the Federal 
| . estate tax the first $60,000 of an éstate is exempt from 
| tax and the balance is taxed at graduated rates. 


The new “marital deduction” provided in the 1948 
Revenue Act permits a married person to dispose of 
up to one-half of his estate in such manner as to be 
exempt from taxation at his or her death but taxable 
upon the death of the surviving spouse. The marital 


(1) to property left outright by 


will to the surviving spouse. (2) to property in joint 
names. (3) to property left in trust if the surviving 
spouse is given the right either to withdraw the princi- 
pal during his or her life or the right to dispose of the 
principal at death by will and is given the income. 


But the marital deduction does not apply to prop- 
erty left in trust for the surviving spouse if such spouse 
is given no power to dispose of the principal at death 
by will or to withdraw the principal without restric- 
tion during life. In this case the trust property will be 
taxable upon the death of the first spouse and will 
be free from taxation upon the death of the survivor. 


To illustrate, let us assume that Mr. A. has a 
$120,000 estate and his wife has no separate estate: 
(1) If A. leaves his estate outright to his wife there 
will be no tax upon his death but there will be a tax 
of $9,500 upon her subsequent death. (2) If A. leaves 
his estate in trust for his wife and gives her no right 
to dispose of the principal at her death or to withdraw 
the principal during her lifetime, the tax at A’s death

“The Rape of the Ozarks” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is encouraging to see a powerful 
newspaper take notice of the proposed 
despoiling of the Ozarks by the Army 
Engineers, although not taking a deter- 
mined stand, The “rape of the Ozarks” 
is a fit subject for an editorial crusade. 


It has been several years now since 
the secretary of an important Missouri 
conservation organization opposing this 
destruction gave up the fight. In the 
secretary's opinion Missouri was over- 
whelmed in Washington by dam-building 
lobbies — particularly a very powerful 
contractors’ lobby. 


His attitude seems to me typical of 
other Missourians. While they know 
that selfish interests are robbing Mis- 
souri of one of its most valuable treas- 
ures, yet they have no powerful friend, 
no advocate. They feel helpless. 


In a recent article Leonard Hall said 
many think Missourians were not given 
fair hearings. This is certainly the 
opinion of those I know who attended 
Army-operated public hearings down- 
state. I am told that those who op- 
posed the dam builders had little chance 
to be heard and were given a generally 
rough time by the people who ran the 
meetings. 

I can believe this, too, although I 
have met only two men connected with 
this work. With both it was casual 
and private conversation. Both claimed 
arrogantly that the Army Engincers 
were absolutely, unquestionably right 
and that those who differed with them 
were utter fools. 

Here are some questions that need 
answering. 

The “rape of the Ozarks” goes for- 
ward under the guise of “flood con- 
trol.” Yet is it not admitted by some 
officials that all of the dams in the 
Ozarks will not change the crest of 
a Mississippi flood by one inch? 

Is it not privately admitted that the 
real reason for the damming of the 
Ozarks is to store navigation water? Is 
this water not to be released in winter 
to help boats when the lower Mississip- 
piis low? I asked one civilian engineer 
if this were true and if it would cause 
large variation in the level of the “lakes” 
as the conservationists claim. The re- 
ply: Yes, but who cares? See what I 
mean? 

The Ozark streams and springs are 
unequalled in this country. They are 
a priceless resource. They deserve to 
be preserved. 

If countless lives depended on dam- 
ming the Ozarks—which they do not; 
if countless values were to be saved— 
the opposite seems true, if numberless 
barges were to be floated, all this to- 
gether is not sufficient reason to justify 
the “rape of the Ozarks.”

In all the cloak-and-dagger dramatics of the 
revived spy ring disclosures, the over-riding 
consideration is being too much overlooked. This 

paramount consideration is national security. 
Who among the principais has lied and woo 
has told the truth in the welter of charges and 
tounter-charges is of interest now primarily to 


the persons involved. What the country wants — 


to know is how and by whom the documents 
were taken from the State Department. 

The country also wants to know who has had 
these documents all this time. It wants to know 
how much of the security of the nation was en- 
dangered. It wants to know what protections 
have been set up to prevent the possible repeti- 
tion of such a potentially traitorous act. 

Questions need to be answered on all sides. 

Everyone is entitled to know how the micro- 
film copies of 200 papers from the State De- 
partment happened to be in the hands of Whit- 
taker Chambers as recently as the night of 
Dec. 2. That was the night on which Mr. Cham- 
bers, who is a senior editor of Time magazine, 
took William A. Wheeler, investigator for the 
House Un-American Activities Committee, to a 
farm in Maryland, there to fish the microfilms 
from a hollowed-out pumpkin. 

- * * 

Mr. Chambers, who has said under oath that 
he was a paid courier for the Communists, is 
supposed to have made up his mind to break 
with the party in 1937. According to Répresenta- 
tive Nixon of the House committee, the break 
was a gradual affair, not completed until 1938. 

That was 10 years ago. Why should Mr. 
Chambers have these documents in his posses- 
sion just a few days ago? He says that they 
were secreted for 10 years by “someone friendly 
to.me.” If he did not have them throughout 
the span of a decade, when did he get them 
and from whom did he get them? Equally im- 
portant, why did he get them? 

If these documents or films of them were 
available to Mr. Chambers, as he says they were, 
when he first confessed his Communist connec- 
tions, why did he not turn them in at that time? 
As it is, at best he came only partially clean. 
Much later, Mr. Chambers was under oath be- 
fore a federal grand jury in New York. 

Last summer, the spy ring hearings provided 
sensational news over a period of several weeks. 
Mr. Chambers testified in both public and pri- 
vate, and on several occasions. He apparently 
missed another chance to tell all he knew. 

Under these circumstances, it is inevitable 
that many people are concluding that he pro- 
duced them as a partial defense against the suit 
filed by Alger Hiss. Mr. Hiss, a former State 
Department official, now head of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace, charges 
that he was slandered by the Chambers accusa- 
tion that he (Hiss) was a member of the prewar 
Communist elite in Washington.

Mr. Hiss also has some answering to do. He 
has unfinished business to clean up from the 
hearings last summer, when he was much. less 
than direct on too many occasions. Now he 
needs to tell why some of the pumpkin docu- 
ments appear to be in his handwritirlg. Obvi- 
ously, it is not remarkable that he should have 


written certain papers and memoes in his own ’” 


hand while in the State Department. The seem- 
ing fact that his handwriting is involved does 
not of itself convict him of anything. But that 
fact in the present circumstances gives him a 
job of accounting to fulfill. 

The FBI also has some answering to do. Did 
the FBI not know that these documents were 
missing? If not, then the FBI is less than the 
exceptionally efficient organization it is sup- 
posed to be. There were disclosures enough up 
to Sept. 1 to alert the FBI to the probability 
that documents might well be missing. 

Still other questions need to be answered by 
the House committee. Inactive Chairman 
Thomas, Acting Chairman Mundt and Commit- 
tee Member Nixon all have gone out of their 
way to be easy on a confessed former Commu- 
nist agent. What makes them think they can 
believe everything he tells them now? Some 
members have as good as apologized for him. 

A truly basic question concerns how to pro- 
ceed. The House committee is shot to pieces. 
Representatives Vail of Illinois and McDowell of 
Pennsylvania were defeated for re-election. 
Chairman Thomas may be convicted in his own

all else. What is needed is for the Attorney 
General of the United States to take over this 
whole mixed-up case and sift it to its very bottom. 

Tom C. Clark, who heads the Department of 
Justice, should be eager to direct personally 
such a top level investigation. It is hard to see 
how he could have anything more important 
than a case which involves the national security, 
the State Department’s integrity, the work of 
grand juries and a congressional committee, to 
say nothing of the sworn and conflicting testi- 
mony of men like Chambers and Hiss. 

If for any reason, Attorney General Clark 
does not take on the job himself, then the least 
he can do is obtain someone of stature to do the 
kind of work which Owen J. Roberts and Atlee 
Pomerene did in the oil scandals 20 years ago. 
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GIs on Army Courts 
‘ President Truman has issued an executive 
order which establishes next Feb. 1 as a land- 
mark date in the history of Army discipline.

It is the result of improper metabolism of 
sugar, and its ordinary symptoms are extreme 
thirst, hunger, loss of weight and of strength. 
Urinanalysis is the quickest way of detecting it.

“the boys” are being paid off. The reputation 
of the new legislature and the new administra- 
tion will be involved. Their prestige should be 
used in stiffening the local authorities in their 
determination not to see the state capital opened 
wide. 
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More Support for MVA 


Representative John B. SulNivan of St. Louis 
takes a commendable step in announcing that he 
will work for creation of an MVA in the new 
Congress. As he truly says, “Lack of an MVA 
is atrophying the Missouri river valley.” 

For men of vision and determination, the 
Congress which will convene next month will 
present a specially bright opportunity for serv- 
ice to the Missouri valley. The shortcomings of 
the Army Engineers-Reclamation Bureau “Mis- 
souri Compromise” have become more painfully 
apparent every day. The advantages of unified 
development of this region are real, and easily 
understandable to all 
understand. 

Representative Sullivan can make the people 
of this one-seventh of America grateful to him 
by working hard for this great project as long 
as need be. 
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For Higher Federal Salaries 


The chances are good that the next Congress 
will raise the salaries of high federal officials. 
President Truman is for it. The Hoover Come- 
Senators Flanders and Bald- 
win, Republicans, and O’Conor, Democrat, 
have written a bill to lift Cabinet officers from 
$15,000 to $20,000 and other top-level salaries in 
proportion. Ex-President Hoover: is also ex- 
pected to favor an increase in the President’s 
salary and expense allowance. 

Senator Flanders says the raises would cost 
about $1,000,000 a year, but “an excellent case 
can be made that it will be a move to reduce 
Government expenditures by bringing about 
more efficient operations.” The Senator, who 
is a successful engineer, banker and business 
man, should know what he is talking about. 

The United States Government, the biggest 
business in the world, pays its managemerit less 
than many medium-sized corporations pay their 
top executives. The Government need not meet 
the salaries of big business, but until rewards 
are boosted from present inadequate standards, 
first-class talent will continue to quit, and 
mediocrities will fill their places. 

It is good, therefore, to see the problem ap- 
proached in a non-partisan spirit. 
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A Use of Adversity 


If the Aldermen need jogging to authorize 
the election of a Board of Freeholders to draft a 


. new city charter, they should get it in the 


knowledge that the city is heading into a $3,- 
522,570 deficit next April. What’s more, this 
Governmental Research Institute estimate is op- 
timistic. It assumes that the earnings tax will 
stand up if attacked, that civil service and po- 
lice salaries will not be raised and that the 
emergency taxes on cigarettes and admissions 
will not be cut. 

It would be claiming too much to say that a 
new charter would magically change the deficits 
to surpluses. Part of the city’s plight comes 
from the failure of taxes to keep up with rising 
costs, a condition that besets efficient as well as 
inefficient governments.

Public-spirited citizen says Catholic, Yankee, Southern, German 
and French factions wall themselves in; cites antiquated city 
charter and city-county split as evidence of smugness and apathy;

Three and one-half years ago, I took part 
in a political campaign as a candidate. We, 
my wife and I, traveled all over the city 
making speeches. As the election drew 
near, Mrs. Chadeayne became greatly con- 
cerned because no meeting had been 
planned for the Seventh Ward. 


The Seventh Ward was the only ward 
carried by my ticket, That was a chasten- 
ing experience, and

Don’t Run to Type 


The St. Louisan may think it desirable 
to belong to the country club, but his world 
isn’t shattered into bits if he isn’t a mem- 
ber. We may have, and we do, the sis- 
ters, descendants of an old French family, 
who placed a large framed picture of their 
loag deceased mother between them in the 
receiving line when they presented their 
niecé to society, and presented each guest 
to the mother as though she were still 
alive, But we do not have, to my kKnowl- 
edge, anyone to compare with the Boston 
lady, who, at the age of 88, took up: the 
study of Hebrew, because, said she, “I wish 
to be able to greet my Creator in His na- 
tive tongue.” \ 


My quest for a Voice of St. Louis car- 
ried me to the Encyclopedia Britannica. 
One paragraph had to do with the St. Louis 
movement. This, as many of you know, 
was a philosophic and cultural movement 
in some 25 years following the War Be- 
tween the States. 


Years later, Denton J. Snider wrote an 
interesting history of the movement. He 
analyzed St. Louis as made up of four 
elements. He said that each was too big 
to be assimilated by any of the others, and 
each of them was too weak to take over 
the other elements. 


Balance of Coline’ Forces 


The first was the Catholic Church; the 
second, the New Englanders, or Yankees; 
the third, thea Southerners; and the fourth, 
the Germans, The division, as Snider points 
out, is not strictly racial, not national, not 
religious—though race and nation and re- 
ligion played in sometimes with intensity. 


Under the wing of the Catholic Church 
were brought together the most diverse 
groups, with different tongues, histories, 
prejudices and antagonisms. To the Yan- 
kees, Snider gave principal credit for the 
development of education, our fine public 
school system and Washington University. 


To the Southerners, Snider ascribed the 
grace and charm, albeit at times an arro- 
ce, too, that we associate with the 
South. In the Germans, Snider found the 
most emphatic element of all—high in ag- 
gressiveness, in intelligence, in unity of 
spirit, and large in numbers, 


I would add a fifth element—the French. 


From what I have heard, these five ele- ’ 


ments tend to be like five ghettos, sur- 


rounded by high, invisible walls ef the 
spirit. One penetrating analyst oft. Louis 
once said that only on three occasions in 
this century have the barriers been broken 
through and the elements thoroughly fused. 
The first was the World’s Fair of 1904; the 
second was the first world’s series won by 
the Cardinals in 1926; and the third was 
the tornado that hit St. Louis in 1927. 


St. Louls has been dynamic and forward 
looking because there has been work to 
do, a wilderness to subdue, worlds to con- 
quer. « We have faced to the west with our 
hearts full of hope and our souls on the 
march. 


Today, the march has slowed and we 
are in danger of stagnation. The very ele- 
ments in the character of our St. Louisan 
that have caused him to strike a nice bal- 
ance can all too easily degenerate into 
placid, self-satisfied smugness and into 
apathy and indifference.

Our aim should be to provide the cli- 
mate that will release the creative urge 
of our citizens, Athens was great because 
its social and political institutions provided 
that sort of an environment suited to those 
times. Does St. Louis display the attitudes 
that foster that kind of a setting? 


Take first our city government. We would 
not think of driving a 1914 automobile, yet 
we operate under a charter written in 1914. 
For many years, we have been aware of 
important, major faults in the basic struc- 
ture of government in St. Louis. Yet it was 
not until last week that anything was ac- 
tually done about it and an ordinance 
finally introduced calling for the election 
of a Board of Freeholders to prepare a 
new or revised charter. 


Today, you cannot tell where St. Louis 
ends and st. Louis county begins. Yet, an 
invisible Chinese wall, erected in 1875, still 
rings around our city. This is a very real 
barrier to the working out of‘a multitude 
of inter-governmental problems that must 
be solved. What is being done to tear 
down the wall? Absolutely nothing. 


Or again, we all know that St. Louis 
adopted a charter amendment providing 
for a merit system. Still, we read in the 
newspapers that a host of city employes do 
not believe that this law will protect them 
if there is a change in administration next 
spring. They are joining a labor union in 
an attempt to find security. 


A Renaissance Is Due 


Are these examples evidence of an atti- 
tude toward local government that is the 
basis of a worthwhile culture, or are they 
evidence of a smug, self-satisfied indiffer- 
ence? Is it possible to build a culture of 
which we can be proud upon such attitudes 
toward something as fundamental as our 
local government? 


I love St? Louis. It is, to me, a city of 
rare grace and of compelling charm. It 
has, in abundance, many of the tradition- 
al elements that make for a city of real 
culture. It has many satisfying esthetic 
values that we associate with true culture. 
Yet, it seems to me that: some vital spark 
is lacking. We need to,find again some 
objective that can stir the imagination of 
the man in the street and set his heart on 
fire. 

Now, again, it seems to me we are at 


the stage when St. Louis needs an upheaval 
of the spirit, a cause which will break 


down forever the ghettos of the spirit and 


unite all elements in the pursuit of a com- 
mon goal.

A Tribute to Valor 


THE MEDAL OF HONOR OF THE UNITED STATES 

ARMY, Prepared by the Army. 

President Truman has long felt that one 
of his happiest tasks as President is the 
bestowal of that highest and most precious 
decoration for gallantry—the Congression- 
al Medal of Honor. In the thought that 
too little is known of the medal and the 
men who have won it, Mr. Truman asked 
the Army to prepare a book recording the 
medal’s history. That book has just now 
been issued by the War Department. 

It contains all of the known and perti- 
nent facts from the time the medal was 
struck as the result of a law passed by 
Congress and signed by Abraham Lincoln, 
July 12, 1862, It is interesting to observe 
that, while the decoration was awarded to 
the large number of 1200 soldiers in the 
Civil War, and 416 in the Indian campaigns, 
it was much more sparingly given later. 
Only 95 soldiers in World War I were given 
the distinction, and only 292 out of the 
huge forces in World War II. 

Here, truly, is an inspiring volume. The 
Army, in describing the deeds of the heroes, 
adhered to the official citations. They usual- 
ly are masterpieces of brevity, limited to 
the honorees’ deeds, but the very terseness 
of the language is a spur to the imagina- 
tion. 

St. Louisans will be pleased to find in this 
volume the names of fellow-townsmen, 
soldiers of various wars. Private William 
Evans of the Seventh Infantry; Col. James 
H, Howard of the Air Force; Maj. Dennis 
T. Kirby of the Eighth Missouri Infantry; 
Lt. Archie Miller of the Sixth Cavalry; 
Private Charles H. Montrose of the Fifth 
Infantry; Private Charles Sheppard of the 


- Fifth Infantry; Capt. Alexander R. Skinker

Luxurious and Exotic 
GINA, by George Albert Glay. (Pellegrini & Cudahy, 

Inc., 369 pgs., $2.75.) 

To those addicts of light reading and a 
racy, ultramodern way of treating the foi- 
bles of the human race, this book, first 
novel of a Canadian born writer, is certain 
to be highly diverting. Gina is an Ameri- 
can girl with very definite ideas about 
what she wants. In San Francisco she 
meets a young Spaniard who is -presumed 
to be the son and heir of a wealthy man 
of the same extraction with vast holdings 
in Cebu, Philippine Islands. After the young 
man leaves for his home in the Islands 
they exchange letters. He proposes mar- 
riage and she accepts, not because she is 
in love with him but because it is her am- 
bition to indulge in the luxury that only 
great wealth can bring. She arrives in 
Cebu and is received with a great show of 
courtesy by the wealthy Spanish family, 
But she finds to her dismay that her fiance 
is merely a ward of the wealthy Spaniard; 
in fact little more than a hireling. So she 
immediately breaks her engagement and 
sets her cap for a real son, despite the 
fact that she has: become aware that he is 
a degenerate and a rake who frequents 
places where the outcasts of Cebu indulge 
their secret passions, Undaunted, she at- 
tains her goal. But her dream of wealth 
and voluptuous living amid the tropics is 
soon shattered by the Japanese conquest of 
the’ Philippines in World War II, Rather 
than the hoped for ease and luxury her 
life becomes one of intense fear, self-derial 
and abasement, from which she never w ol- 
ly recovers.

Both the Athens 
and Nanking governments are 
bolstered by an anti-democratic 
military hierarchy. Both ‘ long 
have been permeated by a corrupt 
officialdom and surrounded by 
greedy private exploiters and 
profiteers. In both countries the 
common people have never had 
a real chance, or a fair deal, and 
they have little or nothing to say 
about those who govern to suit 
themselves. 

In other words the Greeks and 
Chinese have as sound reasons for 
a democratic revolution ag some 
of their countrymen think they 
have for a Red revolution. 

Military Aid Came First. 


There are also striking similari- 
ties in the policies and actions of

BELGRADE, Dec. 9 (AP)—There 
are indications today that the 
United States is ready to consider 
more favorably Premier Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz’s recent attempts 
to step up trade with the indus- 
trial West. 

Nothing official has come from 


American representatives here to 
indicate that the United States 
State Department might have ap- 
proved outright support of an open 
Yugoslay bid for exchange of 
goods with the West. 

However, recent reports indicate 
the United States now is ready to 
favor and possibly encourage ex- 
change of non-priority and non- 
strategic materials, This follows 
Mearly six months of extreme 
American caution—waiting and 
seeing what might happen inside 
Tito’s Communist republic in view 
of the label of traitor placed on 
Tito by the.Cominform (the Com- 
munist International Information 
Bureau). 

Recent reports from abroad con- 
firm that Tito’s economic emis- 
saries are trying to obtain as 
quickly as possible for Yugoslavia 
machines and indutsrial products 
needed to complete its far-reach- 
ing five-year plan. 

Such dealings with the West 
may have a twofold purpose — 
insurance against a threat of 
slashed shipments from Comin- 
form countries, and a bargaining 
point for negotiations scheduled 
to start soon with the eastern 
‘countries. 

Thus far, the United States has 
invoked stringent limitations on 
export licenses for goods destined 
for Yugoslavia. It is not known 
here whether this policy will be 
modified. However, reports from | 
Geneva on the negotiations of the 
Economic Commission for Europe 
indicate that when Yugoslavia ob- 
tained an allotment of 50,000 tons | 
of coke, it was with full Ameri- 
can approval. It also appears that | 
the United States would be un-' 
able, in any event, to restrict nor- | 
mal trade between Yugoslavia and | 
western Europe. 

There also are reports that 
Yugoslavia .is negotiating an in- 
creased exchange of goods with 
Italy. This was considered logical, 
although the Government did not 
confirm the reports. 

A spokesman for the Govern- 
ment commented recently that 
“Italy and Yugoslavia natyrally 
complement each other; they have 
always done so despite political 
and nationalistic differences, and 
this should be encouraged now.” 


DEATH SENTENCE FOR MAN

terday convicted George U. Bell 
of killing a policeman and fixed 
his punishment at death, 

Bell, 34-year-old Negro, was ac- 
cused of firing the first shot in a 
fight in which four patrolmen 
and two other persons were killed 
Sept. 20. The shooting occurred 
at an apartment house when po- 
lice investigated a disturbance 
complaint against Bell and his 
brother, William. William was 
killed in the fight. 

Bell specifically was charged 
with killing Charles Neaves, a 
Negro patrolman. He denied he 
participated in the shootings.

TOKYO, Dec. 9 (AP)—Marquis 
Koichi Kido, Emperor Hirohito’s 
closest wartime adviser,’ barely 
escaped the death penalty handed 
out to Hideki Tojo and six other 
Japanese warlords, it was learned 
yesterday. 

One of the judges of the Inter- 
national Tribunal which con- 
demned the seven made the dis- 
closure in an exclusive interview, 
but declined use of his name. 

“Actually,” to permit the judge 
said, “there was a close vote in five 
cases in which the death penalty 
Was proposed by one or. another 
of the judges when the de- 
fendants’ names came up in al- 
phabetical order. 

“However, the only case in 
which the death penalty was or- 
dered by a 6 to 5 vote was that 
of former Premier Koki Hirota 
(one of the two condemned who 
appealed to the United States 
Supreme Court}. 

7 to 4 Death Vote for Six. 
“In the other six cases where 
the death penalty was given the! 

“ vote was 7 to 4. (Other sources | 
said previously the vote was 6 to 
5 in five cases.) 

“In the case of Kido and three 
others for whom the death pen- 
alty was proposed, the vote was 
close, but failed to. register a 
majority of six.” 

The judge listed the other three 
who just missed death by hanging 
as Hiroshi Oshima, ambassador to 
Germany who brought Japan into 
the Axis alliance; Gen. Sadao 
Araki, who was War Minister 
when Japan began the conquest of 
China, and Adm, Shigetaro Shi- 
mada, who became Tojo’s Navy 
Minister. All got life. 

Split on Method of Death. 
The judge said there also was a 

6 to 5 split on the method of 
execution, Some proposed shoot- 
ing, but the majority favored 
hanging. 

The judge confirmed previous 
reports that Judge I. M. Zaryanov 
fof Russia, and Sir William Webb 
of Australia, president of the 
tribunal,. refused to vote for 
death.” He said Webb declined 
on the theory his own courts do 
not inflict the supreme penalty. 
He expressed belief Zaryanov “had 
his orders from his own country.” 
The judge said he believed he 
was morally justified in revealing 
the voting division because er- 
roneous reports circulating in 
Tokyo of a close vote in most 
cases “must be based on remarks 
by some judges.”

BERLIN BLOCKADE, 
WINDS UP IN JAIL 


BERLIN, Dec. 9 (AP)—A big. 
rawboned American wartime para- 
trooper punched a hole in the 
Soviet blockade “just to visit my 
girl in Berlin,” but he wound up 
in a United States Army jail to- 
day because he had no military 
entry permit. 

The story of his hitch-hike from 
Paris to Berlin, through Russian 
guards and German police, came 
to light when a charge of iljegal 
entry was filed against Edward J. 
Lada, 28 years old, of Newark, N.J. 

The girl he came. here to see 
and “marry if I can,” Ursula 
Schmidt of Zehlendorf, is not al- 
lowed to visit him.

“And the marriage question is 
along the same line,” he said. 
“In the middle ’30s, the party was 
strongly advocating free love, and 
students at some Communist- 
dominated schools lived as man 
and wife without benefit of wed- 
lock.” 

He emphasized that questions 
on such matters would be asked 
only of a person with a record of 
loyalty to the party line. 

Questions about church attend- 
ance, he added, are often relevant 
when a person makes such state- 
ments as “How can I be a Com- 
munist when.I’m a Catholic.” 


PREMIER DINNYES 
OF HUNGARY QUITS 
UNDER PARTY FIRE

BUDAPEST, Dec. 9 (UP)—La- 
jos Dinnyes resigned as Premier 
of Hungary today after being 
repudiated by the left-wing po- 
litical ‘committee of his Small- 
holders party. A resolution said 
Dinnyes had “neglected the party 
and did not maintain close con- 
nections.” | 

The charge ‘against him 
stemmed from the flight of Fi- 
nance Minister Mikos Nyaraddy, 
a Smallholder, who left in No- 
vember for official talks in Ger- 
Many and Austria and then re- 
signed from the Government. 

Smallholder leaders talked over 
at a special meeting the “star- 
tling events” of Nyaraddy’s flight. 
They approved a resolution call- 
ing the Finance Minister a 
“wretched traitor who joined the 
foreign imperialists and deceived 
his own party and became secret- 
ly an ally of enemies of the Hun- 
garian people.” 

The successor of Dinnyes was 
expected in some quarters to be 
another Smallholder, probably 
Istvan Dobi, president of the party 
and Agriculture Minister.

The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment today approved the 
bill, pending in the Board of Al- 
dermen, to appropriate $43,923 for 
eperation of the city’s Housing 
and Rent Commission for the bal- 
ance of the current fiscal year, 
which ends next April. 

The measure, which has been 
under consideration in the alder- 
manic Ways and Means Commit- 
tee for several weeks, probably. 
will be reported out of committee 
at tomorrow’s meeting of the 
aldermen, and is expected to be 
passed before the aldermen recess 
for the Christmas holidays. 

The appropriation would allow 
the Housing and Rent Commission 
to set up an office for enforcement 


of the city rent control ordinance, 
approved by the voters at the 
August primary election. 

The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment also approved in- 
creases in milk and butter inspec- 
tion fees charged dairies by, the 
city’s milk control section. In- 
creases approved were from 4 to 
5 cents per 100 pounds on milk 
and from 1 to 1%4 cents per pound 
of butter. The increases are pro- 
vided in a bill approved by the 
estimate body for introduction in 
the Board of Aldermen. 

The measure would authorize 
collecting of a fee of 6 cents per 
100 ‘pounds on milk and 1% cents 
per pound of butter, but fixing of 
the fees is left to the estimate 
board. Increases in the fees is 
necessitated, it was pointed out, 
because the milk control section, 
which is self-supporting under the 
milk control ordinance, is faced 
with a $3800 deficit at the end of 
the current fiscal year.

MRS. ROOSEVELT 
BALKS AT ARTICLE 


PARIS, Dec. 9 (AP) — Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt pledged the 
United States today to support the 
United Nations declaration of 
human rights—with one major 
reservation. 


The reservation, she told the 
General Assembly in final debate 
on the declaration, applies to the 
article which states “everyone has 
the right of equal access to public 
service in his country.” The word 
“everyone,” Mrs. Roosevelt said, 
might. be taken to mean even 
“persons holding subversive polit- 
ical beliefs.” 


Russia, which was trying hard 
to block final adoption of the 
draft, sought to nail into Article 
22 an amendment which would go 
even farther—proclaim the right 
of everycne to be elected “to all 
organs of authority” and have 
“access to any state or. public 
office” in his own country. 

The United States has dismissed 
from office a number of public 
employes accused of engaging in 
Communist subversive activities. 

The widow of the late President 
said the principle of equality in 
public employment cannot be ac- 
cepted without limitation by the 
United States. 


“My Government, for example, 
would consider that this (article) 
is unquestionably subject to limita- 
tion in the interest of public order 
and the general welfare,” she said. 
“It would not consider that the ex- 
clusion from public employment of 
persons holding subversive polit- 
ical beliefs and not loyal to the 
basic principles and practices of 
country would in any way in- 
fringe this right.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who helped 
draft the declaration from the be- 
ginning more than two years ago, 
hailed it as a document which 
“may well become the interna- 
tional Magna Charta of all men 
everywhere.” The declaration has 
moral force only, but includes a 
wide range of baSic social, civic, 
economic and legal rights and an 
elaboration of President Roose- 
velt’s Four Freedoms. 


FUNDS SOUGHT TO REOPEN 
CHILD GUIDANCE CLINIC 


Re-establishment of the city’s 
Psychiatric Child Guidance Clinic 
for examination and treatment of 
children is planned by 
Public Welfare Director Henry S. 
Caulfield, it was learned today. 

Caulfield announced he will seek 
an approriation of about $17,000 
for the project in his department’s 
budget for the fiscal year begin- 
ning next April. The clinic would 
be directed by a social worker 
with psychiatric training, and 
would be served by two part-time 
psychiatrists, a full-time psycholo- 
gist, a field social worker and ‘one 


or two stenographers. 


The clinic was discontinued in 
1946 because of inability to obtain 
a full-time psychiatrist to direct 
its work. The re-established 
agency would restrict its services 
to cases referred to it by munici- 
pal agencies.

Kiangya showing above water after the Chinese vessel went down last Sunday near the mouth 
of the Yangtze river off Shanghai with’a loss of life estimated as high as 3200 persons. The 2099-ton steamer was packed with an estimated 
4000 refugees fleeing ahead of the Communist drive in the Nanking area. The ship blew up about 1!0 and sank within an hour, the 
greatest marine disaster in modern maritime history.

ATROPHY RESULTS when a 

muscle is not used. If we were to 

tie the arm of a great athlete to 

his side and never let him use it 

for years, the muscle tissue would 

disappear to a large degree. On 

the other hand, exercise is helptul 

to growth and strength of the 

muscle, as you can witness by 

seeing the powerful biceps of men 

who have diligently practiced in a gymnasium or with daily 
setting up exercises at home, But activity is also beneficial to 
glands of the body, which is a thought that is probably new to 
most of you readers. If you ever lived on a farm, you will 
doubtless recall that a cow doesn’t give as much milk with its 
first calf as with its fourth or fifth offspring? Why? Because 
exercise of the glands which produce her milk, have led to 
what in medicine we call hypertrophy and hyperplasia. 
Hypertrophy means increase in size of gland or muscle cells, 
while hyperplasia refers to increase in the number of such cells.

DISUSE OF THE retina of the eye seems to produce 
atrophy and relative blindness. That is an accepted fact in 
medicine, If a sensitive membrane like the retina can lose its 
function because of lack of regular exercise (with its resulting 
stimulation of the nerves and enrichment of the blood supply), 
then it seems very logical to assume that similar atrophy may 
result in the case of other organs of the body. Yesterday I 
warned about disuse of the brain. We ‘know that regular 
intellectual exercise will even raise your Intelligence Quotient. 
It is better, therefore, to wear out in constructive activity than 
to rust out in disuse. Hypertrophy is better than atrophy in 
such fields.

N Britain today an attractive 
| s-year-o1a woman is doing some 

of the deepest and most for- 
ward-looking thinking on how the 
western world shovld meet the 
challenge of Communism and 
emerge from the mess it was left 
in by two world wars and a great 
depression. 


This modern Gracle is brown- 
haired, brown-eyed Barbara Ward, 
and she has such a versatile brain 
that her services are in demand 
in three distinctly sepgrate fields: 


She is assistant editor of the 
Economist — recognized on both 
sides of the Atlantic as “must” 
reading these days—in which she 
writes a heavy weekly interpreta- 
tive piece on economics and in- 
ternational affairs. 


She is a governor of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, a $4000 
post which makes her one of the 
B.E.C. bosses and thus ineligible 
to participate in programs. 

She is a governor of London’s 
two most highbrow theaters, the 
old Vic (Shakespearian plays) and 
Sedier’s Wells (ballet). 


Plus all this, she has a soprano ’ 


voice that probably could have 
made her a reputation as an op- 
era singer—once her ambition bé- 
fore she decided, after leaving Or- 
ford at 21, to follow another love 
—international affairs. (Oxford 
was the crowning phase of an edu- 
cation that began with the Con- 
vent of Jesus and Mary in her 
native Felixstowe, and continued 
through the Lycee Moliere and the 
Sorbonne in Paris and Die Klause 
at Jugenheim, Germany.) 


The English drool in print about 
Barbara Ward. 

“She is one of the most striking 
figures of her generation,” wrote 
Antonia White in Picture Post. 
“She has already collected more 
laurels than most women collect 
in a lifetinie.” 

In the United States, which she 
has visited three times, “she sur- 
prised blase reporters by giving 
them as many interviews as she 
ootained,” according to News Re- 
view magazine, “never running out 
of big, round statements. She was 
called ‘a younger, softer-voiced 
English edition of Dorothy Thomp- 
s0n’,” 

In her latest book, “The West 
at Bay,” Barbara Ward makes the 
case for western union, the name 
for that revolutionary economic 
and political merger now being 
broached by the nations of west- 
ern Europe. Among the! important 
persons who have read it is Er- 
nest Bevin, foreign secretary in 
Britain’s Labor government. 

Miss Ward, incidentally, is her- 
self a member of the Labor party 
and believes in planning “to a 
certain extent.” She says, for in- 
stance: 

“The dislocations introduced by 
too much control, such as sup- 
pressed inflation, or the deadening 
of initiative, or the uneconomic 
running of nationalized industries, 
are no worse than, only different 
from, the dislocations introduced

mass unemployment, low ‘wages, 
or extreme economic instability.” 

But her socialism is mitigated 
by the Catholicism which is the 
strongest single influence in her 
life. She goes to mass daily. 

Western Europe’s’- goal, she 
thinks, should be “to emulate the 
prosperity of the United States by 
reproducing its lack of inhibiting 
internal conditions, the absence 
of trade barriers, the absence of 
competing currencies, the freedom 
of men and capital to move more 
or less freely from one end of the 
union to the other.” 
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MERICANS would unani- 

mously hail this goal which 

the Marshall Plan is trying to 
help bring about. But some Ambri- 
cans would not be so happy over 
Miss Ward’s recommendations for 
getting there. She says if Europe 
is ever to get in economic balance 
again, it can be done only if 
America wilf buy more in Europe 
—almost as much as it sells—or if 
Europe develops alternate sources 
of ests tes Australia, Africa and 
elsewhere where food and raw ma- 
terials can be brought for other 
money than dollars. 

When, you ask her about the fu- 
ture, she sounds optimistic: Says 
she: “An important thing has 
happened in the past six months. 
Sixteen nations have sat down to- 
gether to work out a recovery 
plan—and have discovered that 
the old trade pattern just won't 
work any more, At the end of 
four years of the Marshall Plan, 
even if évery optimistic forecast 
in the Paris report is fulfilled, the 


European trading account will 
still be unbalanced to the extent 
of over a billion dollars. There- 
fore, a new trade pattern must 
be worked out. I think we have 
arrived at an important, forma- 
tive stage.” 


Barbara Ward believes there is 
a “very good chance of keeping 
the peace.” But—‘“we'’ve got to 
work to keep it. It can only be 
Gone by a strong and united 
west.” She points out that there 
is “such a thing &s an armed 
truce. After all, Britain had a 
Russian problem in the century 
of the Pax Brittanica but she suc- 
cessfully kept the Russians out of 
Constantinople without any trou- 
ble except for the Crimean war.” 

Ultimately, a religious revival 
will be necessary for full economic 
recovery, if Miss Ward is right. 

“In some respects the world is 
in the same situation that it was 
in after’the fall of the Roman 
Empire. There is an even greater 
need for a religious fevival now 
because.paganism has become so- 
phisticated. In the long fun, we 
must have something ag spon- 
taneous and deeply rooted in the 
masses as the Communist imposed- 


‘ by-force belief in materialism as 


a religion,” she avers. 


Modern analysts, lodking back 
on Victorian times, comment on 
how religion was used by unscru- 
pulous and hypocritical bosses to 
“keep the workers quiet.” Now, 
says Miss Ward, what is needed 
is in effect a “reconversion of the 
working masses.” 

An imaginative, new type of 
missionary is being developed in 


this idea will spread to other

“The West at Bay,” written last 
March in anticipation of the Mar- 
shall plan, which had not been 
passed by the Congress at the 
time, has had a gra ng success. 


In the opinion of its author, how-. 


ever, it puts too.much emphasis 
on Europe alone. “If I were writ- 
ing it again, I would emphasize 
the need of a world solution,” says 
Miss Ward. “It can not be strict- 
ly European. After all, we’ve seen 
that the Russians can kick your 
back door in while you’re barring 
them at the fronf.” 


Does this mean something like 
the Marshall plan fo? China? 


“Yes, providing you can make 
sure that it gets to the people. 
But it would mean a lat more 
supervision and control than 
you've ever attempted so far. You 
can’t just sit back and do nothing 
in China. The dangers from a.. 
all-Communist China are too 
great.” 
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O contain the Communist 

challenge Russia is throwing 

out “will be expensive,” Miss 
‘Ward admits. “It, must be done on 
a world scale in terms of Ameri- 
ca, Europe and the Common- 
wealth.” She observes that *the 
French and Dutch have an inter- 
est in the Far East, too, and that 
“we of the west have possibilities 
of acting together in the Far East 
as well as here—but we haven't 
done anything about it yet.” 

These are some of the high 
points of her ideas, Many of her 
thought.. have been put down at 
6 a.m. before going to mass—"‘the 
best time to write because it is 
quiet.” 

Miss Ward—she’s not the type 
of girl you call by her first name 
after one meeting—even in print 
—lives alone at a small flat in 
Chelsea and spends weekends 
with her p*rente at Felixstowe on 
the North Sea. Her taste in liter- 
ature is as oldfashioned as her 
economic ideas are progressively 
modern. On Saturday mornings 
when she is relieved of the pres- 
sure of making up her mind about 
the state of the world she likes to 
lie abed late, reeding her favorite 
author, Jane Austen. Besides read- 
ing, her frincipal recreation is 
music—operatic music. She likes 
best. “Othello” and “Eugen One 
gin” because both have wonder- 
ful sopra: ~ arias. 

Although a bookish intellectual, 
she balan_es this with a healthy 
interest in sports and is an excel- 
lent horsewoman. 

Nevertheless, Barbara Ward is 
not quite well enough balanced to 
suit some of her countrymen. 
While admitting that what she 
says makes considerable sense, 
and that her influence is perhaps 
greater than she modestly takes 
credit for, they complain that she 
has the habit at times of getting 
“too highflown and precious” in 
her ‘intellectual pursuit of an idea.

Trouble With Leaves. 


§S we happen, by some cort of 
A strange accident, to live in the 

middle of a deep forest, we 
are very familiar with all sorts of 
leaves. That is tree leaves which 
leave the trees and flutter down 
to earth and onto our house, 


Leaves are fine on trees and 
other people’s lawns but they can 
do a great deal of damage around 
the ordinary dwelling. The trouble 
is that a dead leaf will abserb 
moisture and then if it happens to 
be on wood or metal, cause said 
wood or metal to rot or rust. For 
example, we have pointed out be- 
fore that leaves in gutters and 
leaders will cause them to rot or 
rust in nothing flat. We've even 
mentioned that many a damp 
basement is due to the fact that 
the areaways around the basement 
windows are full of damp leaves 
which have caused the window 


frame t6 rot or rust out. Leaves 
that collect around the skylight 
will do about the same thing. The 
same holds true of leaves around 
roof flashing or dormer windows. 
In short, what you should do is 
after the last leaf has fluttered 
down from the last tree, get a 
broom and remove all leaves from 
your house proper and get them 
over to your neighbor’s lawn 
where they belong.

Mary Roberts Rinehart, Novelist, Keeps Tranquil 
Despite More Than Her Share of Personal Tragedy— 
._ Brings Her Busy Career Up to Date in New Book

EVENTEEN years ago, Mary 

Roberts ‘Rinehart wrote the 

last sentence to her autobiog- 
raphy, which she intended to be a 
swan song to both her prolific 
writing career and her active pub- 
lic life. Recently her eldest son and 
senior publisher, Stanley Jr., sug- 
gested that she write an addition 
to the book, 

“Why not pick up where you 
left off?” he suggested. “You've 
done a lot of living since you 
wrote it.” 

“A lot of living” is an apt 
description of her experiences he- 
tween 1931 and 1948. She had 
written almost a dozen books to 
add to the 40 already published, 
innumerable short: stories and 
articles, had traveled to Russia, 
covered the British coronation. In 
her private life, she had under- 
gone domestic tragedy. Her Bar 
Harbor home had burned to the 
ground, and she had _ survived 
several major operations and an 
attempted murder. Her family had 
grown to the extent that a young 
naval commander called it “Task 
Force Rinehart.” Pressed for an 
explanation, he said with some 
embarrassment: 

“Well, a task force has every- 
thing. From an elderly battleship 
or so to fast cruisers and de- 
stroyers. Even a lot of little fel- 
lows dashing about.” 

The woman, who assumed she 
must be the “elderly battleship” 
has included all this, the humor 
and the sadness in her “New Edi- 
tion and Seventeen New Years” of 
“My Story” (Rinehart and Co,, 


Inc.).

HE first edition of “My Story” 
was started for her three sons 
so that they would know some- 
thing of her life as a girl. 
“What did they know,” she 
asks, “about the little girl with 
long tight black braids who lived 
on a quiet cobblestoned street, and 
with her younger sister hitched 
caterpillars to small paper wagons, 
and on Saturday watched the 
hired girl—when there was one— 
painting the brick sidewalk with a 
bright red wash? What did they 
know of my grandmother who; 
with only one good eye and with 
five children to care for, when 
widowed fell back on her needle— 
a statement in My Story which 
Dorothy Parker later observed was 
one of the most painful she could 
imagine? Or what did they re- 
member of the years when as 
children they came home from 


haste, You stood by and the gro- 
cery man turned a handle. He 
turned it over and over, shouting 
‘hello.’ Then somebody answered 
and by a miracle, the doctor was 
coming.” 

Doctors had always intrigued 
her and when she graduated from 
high school she decided to become 
a nurse, Over her mother’s hor- 
rified opposition, 16-year-old Mary

school to find me exhausted from 
a long day’s work at the desk?” 

“My Story,” both the old and 
new editions, pictured this early 
world of hers, starting with her 
childhood in her grandmother's 
home in Pittsburgh, a religious 
atmosphere in which, “Bad was 
playing the piano on the Sabbath 
and reading the newspapers; good 
was going to church and Sunday 
school.” 


“It looks a queer world now, 
that world of the eighties,” she 
reminisced. “The grocery store 
floor was covered each day with 
fresh sawdust. Nothing was sold 
in packages. The coffee and tea 
were shoveled out of bins with 
shining scoops, the crackers and 
pickles were in open barrels, the 
molasses and maple sirup were in 
kegs. The grocery man had a tele- 
phone and there one went to tele- 
phone for the doctor, for nothing 
less than sickness required such 


doctor to ask his advice but he 
was away for the summer and a 
young man had taken over his 
‘practice, a severe young man who 
scowled at her and told her she 
had romantic ideas. His name 
was Stanley Marshall Rinehart.

N THE hospital, drama soon be- 
| came routine. By the time she 

was 19, she had seen too much 
realism and drama had entered 
her own life as well. Her grand- 
mother had been killed and her 
father committed suicide: At 19 
she was married—to the young 
Dr. Rinehart—and before she was 
25 she had had three children 
and settled down to a narrow 
world of domesticity. She wrote 
occasionally, then a break in the 
stock market wiped out her sav- 
ings, threw them in debt, and 
she began to write from neces- 
sity. Having seen so much real- 
ism, her early writing was not of 
realism but of escapism. 

“I turned to romance, to crimé, 
to farce, to adventure, anything 
but reality,” she writes. 

One day her uncle read a story 
she’d written, called “The Circu- 
lar Staircase” and suggested she 
send it away to a book publisher. 
(“I’ve read worse,” he encouraged 
her.) That was the real begin- 
ning to her prolific and profitable 
career, a career so profitable that 
she estimates that for the past 
35 years she has paid one-third 
of her income in taxes. Her serial 
stories were to bring $50,000 to 
$75,000, her short stories $5000, 
and at one time she had four 
plays running on Broadway. 

For many years she divided 
her time between the office where 
she did her writing and a man- 
sion-like home. (“Call it The 
Bluff,” her husband said when 
they bought the house, “because 
that’s what we’re putting up.”) 
Sometimes the division went fur- 
ther and she was in Hollywood, 
or, in World War I, in France, 
venturing into No Man’s Land. 

Artistically she sometimes felt 
she had “reached for a star and 
found myself clutching a minor

point of view, her writing was suc- 
cessful, too much so at times, 
when she compared her career to 
a bull gone wild.

South paid a 400-point penalty 
(getting credit, of course, for his 
100 honors). This contrasted with 
the 500-point penalty that West 
would have conceded at four 
hearts, doubled. 


Discussing the deal, South rue- 
fully pointed out that he had ’* 
opened the bidding with virtually 
no strength outside of his cluk 
suit, and therefore had not felt 
justified in leaving his partner 
in the penalty double. He further 
argued that with such a solid 
seven-card suit, he could assume 
that he would not be badly -de- 
feated at five clubs. 

To repeat, South’s argument 
would normally and usually be 
valid, or at least persuasive, but 
in this particular bidding sequence 
there was no reason or excuse for 
the takeout of North’s double. A 
fine player (which North was) 
does not double a fine player 
(which West was) who has bid as 
strongly as West did bid, except 
with the virtual assurance of suc- 
cess. In other words, when an op- 
ponent first makes a_ takeout 
double and then leaps to game, all 
by himself, the double, if made, 
carries great authority, and it 
should rarely if ever be taken out 
by the doubler’s partner.

@ full meal, and if the present: 
exploitation of known shrimp: 
waters continues, with baby 
shrimp constituting such a large 
Share of the year around take, 
this delicacy may well be on its 
way to extinction! Without effec- 
tive legislation controlling shrimp 
fishing, as is done with lobsters, 
the outlook for a steady, less ex- 
pensive supply of this epicurean 
sea food is not good. 

Until the situation is corrected 
by restricting the fishing season 
and controlling the size of shrimp 
that may be taken, smart house- 
wives will utilize methods of

Yuletide Cakes 


Two eggs, one cup sugar, two 
cups sifted all-purpose flour, one 
teaspoon cinnamon, one-half tea- 
spoon cioves, one-fourth teaspoon 
ground cardamon, one-fourth tea- 
spoon white pepper, one-fourth 
cup finely sliced citron, grated 
rind of one lemon. 

Separate eggs. Beat one-half 
cup of the sugar into the yolks. 
Beat egg whites until stiff and 
beat in the other half cup of sugar 
very gradually. Fold or mix beat- 
en egg whites into egg yolks and 
sugar mixtures gently. 

Sift flour, measure it and then 
sift again with cinnamon, cloves, 
cardamon and white pepper. Add 
citron and grated lemon rind. 
Combine with egg mixture and 
knead on floured board until 
dough holds together. 

Shape with your hands into a 
roll (an inch in diameter) and cut 
in pieces large enough to form 
balls walnut size. Put on baking
